From Vegetables 
Sought By Group ‘ 


A renewed appeal for removal of 
price regulations from perishable 
vegetables will be made to the Of- 


“lfice of Price Administration in 


Washington next week, it was an- 
nounced today by LaMonte Graw, 
manager of the Florida Vegetable 
Committee. Graw'will go to the 
nation’s. capital Monday to’ join 
with representatives of the indust- 
ry from Texas and California in 
presenting the new plea. 

intending there is sufficient 
evidence of ample supply in all 
varieties important to Florida and 
nation-wide production except for 
peas, these representatives will ask 
OPA, to follow the government di- 
rective, made after the war's end, 
to- de-control prices on any com- 
modity in ample supply. 

“Orderly retonversion of the 
fresh vegetable industry. to a 
peacetime basis is next to impos- 
sible so long as food pricing regu- 
lations remain in. effect”, Graw 
said, ashe outlined the appeal. 
which directly resulted from ac- 
tion taken a few days ago in a res- 
olution of the FVC. “The recon- 
version problem of the vegetable 
grower .differs from that of the 
manufacturer,” he continued, “in 
that the farmer has increased his 
production to meet the wartime 
needs of the nation. Now, he must 
adjust downward to the decreased 
demand. This means that the wide 
spread between prices: paid -the 
producer and cost to the consum- 
er. must be reduced, along with 
elimination of delays in marketing. 

“Consumers unquestionably 
would -be surprised to know that 
the vegetables for which they are 
paying high- prices, often net the 
farmer less than cost. 

“Under OPA regulations, maxi- 
mum markups.are guaranteed to 
the distributor,, the“ secondary 
handler or jobber and the retailer. 
Paradoxically, these are both too 
low and too high; to low, because 
they do not allow for unanticipated 
losses to the /handlers, and too 
high, because every handler tries 
to protect himself by charging the 
full fee, even if this requires’ jug- 
gling the produce around town. 
OPA, and not the distributors, 
created this situation, and it is 
hard to ‘condemn the distributor 
for protecting his interests. 

“In effect, OPA pricing guaran- 
tees that the consumer will pay 
the ceiling for. fresh vegetables, 


- }even when the producer is not get- 


ting back his cost of production. 
This has happened repeatedly. 
Pricing officials have admitted 
privately to me it is impossible’ to 
adjust the consumer ceiling, so 


benefit of reduced farm prices. 
“We contend the blame for all 
this rests on OPA. If it would 
follow its own de-control program, 
it would exempt every Florida 
fresh vegetable from price control 
and permit the industry to carry 
out an orderly postwar merchan- 
dising program which would re- 
sult in better vegetables at lower 
prices to the consumer. Until OPA 
recognizes that the full produc- 


tion to which it aspires has been 
already attained by the winter 


‘| vegetable industry, Florida vege- 


tables will continue to cost the 
(consumer several times as much 
as the grower receives for them.” 
` While in’ Washington, Graw and 
representatives of the vegetable 
industry from other’ areas will 
‘testify before House and Senate 
committees which. are considering 
renewal of OPA legislation. They 
will- say that the present cumber- 
some perishable food regulations 
are keeping consumer prices at-a 
high level in spite .of reduced dn- 
come to the producer.

The chemistry class of Pahokee 
High School gave a very interest- 
ing and successful, demonstration 
of some of the experiments which 
they had previously performed in 
the chemistry laboratory. Some of 
the most spectacular were: The re- 
action of hydrogen sulphide with 
various compounds. Hydrogen sul- 
phide is a colorless gas whose 
characteristic odor smells of rot- 
ten eggs.

The 're- 
action’ of chlorine. with ammonia 
gas. Here the chemical combina- 
tion takes place.to form a differ- 
ent compound, ammonium chloride, 
which was seen-in the form of-a 
white cloud. Ionization: This €x- 
periment ‘shows the ability of cer- 
tain substances in water solution 
to carry electricity. Some of the 
substances which were used were 
vinegar, baking soda, sait, and 
lemon juice.
